The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: The features151 and 201 do not appear to have been identified in the 
drawings.

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: There doesn't 
appear to be any "Figure 205: as described on page 10. Furthermore it appears that 
"153" has been used to describe more than one part such as a top wall, a bottom wall 
and a central portion. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "said core carrier" in lines 20 and 24 and "said 
...inner carrier" in line 25. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in 
the claim. 

It appears that something was left out of section "c" of claims 1 because 
"two open storage shells (hinged on said axis) and about their peripheries" doesn't 
make sense. The shells aren't hinged about their peripheries. 
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In claim 2 it isn't clear how hinges means can function "for hanging deployment" 
as claimed. It is understood where the hinge means connects the elements but there 
doesn't appear to be any structure to provide for hanging deployment as claimed in 
section "c" of claim 2. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Pulichino 
et al in view of Katz and King et al. 

Pulichino et al teach a luggage piece which includes two clam shell which are 
hinged together and securable about their peripheries for transportation on wheels (30). 
The luggage also includes hanging means (36) for hanging access with a top closure 
14a and bottom closure 14b. The bottom closure is oriented such that member 14b 
could form a shelf when open. To have provided a cord means limiting movement of 
such a cloture in the manner taught by King et al for ease of packing would have been 
most obvious. To have further oriented both upper and lower closuressuch that they 
open as shelves would have been obvious in vie of such teaching by Katz at 24 and 26. 
Note that each of the luggage units is folded about a hinge and has means for hanging. 

5. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kinzer et al, Paler, Thornton, Jr, Nordstrom, Miller and Wood 
show luggage with shelves. Ghiassi, Baum, Stout, Hinson, Harvey and Latshaw show 
luggage assemblies.
